No breaks for noisy bikers

Edmonton motorcyclists 
who choose to defy a new 
noise bylaw by blasting 
their engines won’t get 
an easy ride from city 
cops, says a traffic 
division sergeant. 

Sgt. Eric Theuser said 
police will immediately 
hand out fines to riders 
who rev up their engines 
louder than 92 decibels 
once the new law comes 
into effect July 1. 

“The gross offender that 


we’re going after and tar¬ 
geting already knows that 
they’re going to be over,” 
Theuser told Metro. 

“They’ve been driving 
around for years with 
their bikes making exces¬ 
sive noise. So will there be 
a need for these individu¬ 
als to receive the benefit 
of a warning? I don’t think 


so.” 

After pulling over a mo¬ 
torbike that a patrol offi¬ 
cer believes is loud, city 
cops will place a handheld 
device at a 45-degree angle 
roughly 50 metres away 
from the bike’s exhaust 
system. 

Theuser said the device 
will get a reading immedi¬ 


ately after the bike is 
idling and after another 
test when the bike is at an 
rpm benchmark of 2,000 
to 5,000. 

“If we find a bike that 
we think is worthy of a 
test, that is what we will 
do,” said Theuser. 

Police plan to host an 
“amnesty” event for riders 
to test their bikes at the 
South NAIT Campus on 
Saturday and Sunday be¬ 
tween 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. 

The event will give peo¬ 
ple the chance to test if 
their motorcycles meet in¬ 
dustry standards.

Authority must put in for bus route to airport: Report

transit Taking an Edmon¬ 
ton transit bus to the Ed¬ 
monton International Air¬ 
port could become a reality 
this fall only if the airport 
authority pays for half the 
route, says a new city re¬ 
port. 

The city’s transportation 
department will urge city 
council on Wednesday to 
approve an 18-month test 


service that will see buses 
running from the Century 
Park LRT station to the air¬ 
port every 30 minutes from 
5:30 a.m. to 1:30 a.m. 

Transit riders who want 
to use the service will pay 
$5 for a ride to the airport 
and they won’t be permit¬ 
ted to use regular bus tick¬ 
ets, passes or transfers on 
the route. 

The service, however, will 
still need a subsidy of 
$982,000 for the test run 
since “there is a significant 


risk of low ridership levels,” 
the report says. 

And the report estimates 
a revenue of $1 million. 

The Edmonton Regional 
Airport Authority has said it 
would participate in fund¬ 
ing the test, but further 
talks still need to take 
place. 

“Funding is required to 
proceed with the trial serv¬ 
ice ... following further dis¬ 
cussions regarding cost¬ 
sharing arrangements,” the 
report says.

Participants in the Under¬ 
wear Affair will walk or run 
in their underwear to sup¬ 
port the Alberta Cancer 
Foundation. The fundraiser 
specifically addresses can¬ 
cers in areas usually cov¬ 
ered by underwear, such as 
prostate, colo-rectal, ovari¬ 
an, bladder, cervical and 
testicular cancer. 

Dressed in pinlc-and-blaclc 
polka-dot tutus, Team Clitar 
Heroes will be running for 
Krista, who passed away 
from cervical cancer at the 
age of 31 in March of this 
year. 

Leaving behind three 
kids, aged 11, 6, and 4, she 
had been the one recruiting 
friends and family for the

team that she named her¬ 
self. 

Leslee Byer will run the 
10K in memory of her 
friend, an avid runner and 
fitness queen. 

“She was very coura¬ 
geous,” Beyer said. 

“I would think about her 
and feel scared and sad. But 
every time I’d spend time 
with her, I’d feel better. 
Even through it all, she was 
the crutch for everybody.” 

Approximately one-third 
of newly diagnosed cancers 
in Alberta each year are be¬ 


low the waist. Yet screening 
in these places is often 
avoided, even though it can 
spur early detection and 
prevention.

Linda Nickelson, CEO of 
the Alberta Cancer Founda¬ 
tion, said the event has gen¬ 
erated a tremendous re¬ 
sponse since it launched 
four years ago.

A 'cascading 
series of errors’ 


Air India report blasts Ottawa, RCMP, CSIS 


The bomb blast that killed 
329 people aboard 
Air India Flight 182 could 
have been prevented but 
for a “cascading series of 
errors” by authorities, a 
damning report says. 

The report — four years 
in the making — says gov¬ 
ernment, RCMP and CSIS 
should have known the 
flight was a terror target. 

Former Supreme Court 
justice John Major, who 
headed an exhaustive in¬ 
quiry, says agencies were 
not prepared for the threat 
of terror attacks in 1985 — 
and holes in the security 
systems still need plugging. 


“The level of error, in¬ 
competence, and inatten¬ 
tion which took place be¬ 
fore the flight was sadly 
mirrored in many ways for 
many years,” Major said. 

His No. 1 recommenda¬ 
tion is beefed-up 
powers for the na¬ 
tional security 
adviser to set se¬ 
curity policies 
and priorities, 
and oversee com¬ 
munication be¬ 
tween agencies. He al¬ 
so calls for compensation 
for the victims’ families. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper welcomed the re¬ 


port, saying the govern¬ 
ment will respond “posi¬ 
tively” to the recommen¬ 
dations. The report was de¬ 
livered 25 years, almost to 
the day, after the worst ter¬ 
rorist attack in Canadian 
history, the Canadian press

Oil giant set to invest more than $lB to dean up tailings ponds 


Animal deaths 
reflect problem 
with care: Report 

zoo To many in the city, 
the tally of animal deaths 
at the Calgary Zoo in 
recent years seemed un¬ 
usually high. 

But a report released 
Thursday by the groups 
that accredit zoos across 
North America suggested 
the string of deaths 
wasn’t an unfortunate 
fluke. 

It concluded human er¬ 
ror was behind more 
deaths than at other zoos 
and urged immediate 
steps be taken to ensure 
the creatures’ safety.

Alberta's energy regulator 
has given its thumbs-up to 
Suncor Energy Inc.'s plan 
to handle waste from its 
massive oilsands 
operations near Fort 
McMurray, Alta. 

“This is great news and a 
significant milestone in 
addressing one of the 
greatest reclamation chal¬ 
lenges in oilsands mining,” 
said Kirk Bailey, Suncor’s 
executive vice-president of 
oilsands. 

Suncor’s plan is the 


third to be approved since 
the province’s Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation 
Board ordered oilsands 
miners to clean up their 
tailings ponds — enor¬ 
mous lakes water, clay, 
sand and bitumen left be¬ 
hind after crude has been 
extracted. 

Calgary-based Suncor, 
Canada’s largest energy 
company, plans to invest 
more than $1 billion on 
technology to shorten the 
time it takes for fine clay 


particles to settle in the 
ponds. 

In the past, it has taken 
several decades for mature 
fine tailings to separate. 
But in Suncor’s Tailings Re¬ 
duction Operations, or 
TRO, process, the sub¬ 
stance dries out in a mat¬ 
ter of weeks. Vegetation 
can then be planted over 
the diy material. 

Tailings ponds gained 
worldwide notoriety in 
2008, when 1,600 water- 
fowl died after landing on 


a giant lake at Syncrude 
Canada Ltd.’s oilsands 
mine. 

The ERCB estimates tail¬ 
ings ponds today contain 
about 840 million cubic 
metres of fluid and cover 
about 170 square kilome¬ 
tres across Northern Alber¬ 
ta. 

In a release, the ERCB 
said TRO will allow Suncor 
to reduce the volume of 
fluid tailings by 30 per 
cent by the end of the pro¬ 
ject’s life. 


“Suncor’s plan does not 
include the creation of any 
new tailings ponds and 
will actually allow Suncor 
to operate five fewer tail¬ 
ings ponds and use less 
space for fluid tailings stor¬ 
age than originally applied 
for,” said the ERCB release. 

In April, the ERCB ap¬ 
proved plans for Syncrude, 
the world’s largest oil¬ 
sands project, and Fort 
Hills, ayet-to-be developed 
mine operated by Suncor.

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration’s panel of re¬ 
productive health experts 
voted unanimously that the 
pill ellaOne successfully re¬ 
duces the chance of preg¬ 


nancy up to five days after 
sex. Plan B, the most widely 
used emergency contracep¬ 
tive pill, is only effective if 
women take it within three 
days of sex. 

In a separate vote the 
panel unanimously ruled 
that the drug appeared 
safe, according to an FDA 
spokeswoman. 

The positive recommen¬ 
dation moves the pill, 


which is already approved 
in Europe, one step closer 
to the U.S. market. 

The FDA is not required 
to follow the panel’s ad¬ 
vice, though it often does. 
Studies by the drug’s manu¬ 
facturer, HRA Pharma, 
showed ellaOne prevented 
pregnancies longer and 
more consistently than 
Plan B.

Humanitarian 
crisis unfolding 


Some 400,000 people have 
been displaced by ethnic 
violence in southern Kyr¬ 
gyzstan, the United 
Nations announced Thurs¬ 
day, dramatically increas¬ 
ing the official estimate of 
a crisis that has left 
throngs of desperate, fear¬ 
ful refugees without 
enough food and water in 
grim camps along the 
Uzbek border. 

Ethnic Uzbeks inter¬ 
viewed by Associated Press 
journalists in the main re¬ 
gional city of Osh said eth¬ 
nic Kyrgyz men had sexual¬ 
ly assaulted and beaten 
more than 10 Uzbek 
women and girls, including 
some pregnant women, 
and children as young as 
12, on a single street during 
the rampages that erupted 
last week. Resident Matlyu- 
ba Akramova showed jour¬ 
nalists a 16-year-old relative 
who appeared to be in a 
state of shock, and said she 
had been hiding in the attic 


as Kyrgyz mobs beat her fa¬ 
ther in their home in the 
Cheryomushki neighbour¬ 
hood. At some point, 
Akramova said, the girl 
came downstairs to band¬ 
age her father’s head and 
another group of attackers 
noticed her and sexually as¬ 
saulted her in front of her 
father. Members of the Kyr¬ 
gyz community have de¬ 
nied accusations of brutali¬ 
ty and have accused Uzbek 
of raping Kyrgyz women. 

Eyewitnesses and experts 
say many Kyrgyz were 
killed in the unrest be¬ 
tween the majority Kyrgyz 
population and minority 
ethnic Uzbeks. But the ma¬ 
jority of victims appear to 
have been predominantly 
Uzbeks, traditional farmers 
and traders who speak a 
distinct but separate Turkic 
language and have tradi¬ 
tionally been more prosper¬ 
ous than the Kyrgyz, who 
come from a nomadic tra¬ 
dition.

point. 

Unless you live under a 
rock, you know if you put 
Mentos into a bottle of Diet 
Coke a big gusher results. 
With that in mind, the two 
companies sponsored a 
video that shows Coke Ze¬ 
ro and Mentos being used 
to power a rocket car. 
Check it out; it’s a way cool 
video. To date, more than 
two million people have 
done just that. 

What’s my point? Well 
let’s look at some of the 
videos about Edmonton on 


YouTube. There are videos 
about The Fringe, The 
Works, Heritage Days and 
the Street Performers Fes¬ 
tival. And what land of 
viewership have they 
drawn? Most of them lan¬ 
guish in the double digits 
to low hundreds of views. 
The odd one pushes to¬ 
ward 2,000. 

It doesn’t take long to re¬ 
alize that like all the popu¬ 
lar videos on YouTube, it’s 
the ones with some sort of 
entertainment value that 
tend to pull the greatest 
number of viewers. The 


abysmal numbers for 
videos about Edmonton in¬ 
dicate their almost com¬ 
plete lack of anything en¬ 
tertaining. Most of them 
are quite boring; lots of 
talking heads and videos of 
various sites around the 
city, but nothing that 
would make someone for¬ 
ward them to a friend. 

There are a lot of cre¬ 
ative people in this city 
who can write a good 
script and shoot great 
videos. Frame 30 and Dyna- 
cor are just two examples 
that come to mind, but 


there are many others, too. 
Frame 30 has made some 
excellent commercials for 
international, national and 
provincial clients. What 
kind of video would Frame 
30 create about Edmonton 
if given the opportunity? If 
nothing else, I bet whatev¬ 
er it came up with would 
be entertaining. 

So here’s a thought. The 
City of Edmonton should 
sponsor a lucrative video 
contest that would encour¬ 
age anyone with a video 
camera to show how fun¬ 
ny, weird, entertaining or 


unique this city is. The city 
could then post the videos 
on YouTube and track how 
many times they are 
viewed. Depending on the 
videos, the city could build 
a marketing strategy on 
them the way the private 
sector does. At the veiy 
least, thousands, perhaps 
millions of people would 
get an opportunity to see 
just how creative this city 
really is.

Leaders may have to resort to candles 


The environmental show¬ 
piece of the G8 summit 
has lost some of its lustre. 

World leaders will bask 
in the glow of only five so¬ 
lar-powered street lights 
instead of the planned 15 
when they arrive in On¬ 
tario’s cottage country lat¬ 
er this month. 

The solar lamps are the 
G8 summit’s “signature 
environmental project.” 
They were supposed to 
line the pathways of a re¬ 
sort near Huntsville, Ont., 
during the leaders’ one- 
night stay. 

But the lighting compa¬ 
ny says the tough terrain 
makes for slow going, and 
there isn’t enough time 
left to get all 15 lights in¬ 


stalled before the summit 
starts. 

“There may be only five 
of them now used in dif¬ 
ferent spots 
because of 
rocks,” said 
Ove Balc- 
mand, president of Net 
Electric Ltd. “But they will 
be done in a couple of 
days. By the end of this 
week.” 

Summit organizers had 
high hopes for the solar 
lights. 

“Leaving an environ¬ 
mental legacy is an impor¬ 
tant component of the 
2010 G8 summit’s envi¬ 
ronmental strategy,” says 
a contract document. 

“A well-chosen signa-

ture project at the Deer- 
hurst Resort will help to 
showcase innovative 
Canadian technology, 
while leav¬ 
ing a posi¬ 
tive lasting 
impression 
of the summit.” 

The G8 solar lights cost 
$207,900. The same mon¬ 
ey could buy almost 
14,000 solar-powered No¬ 
ma garden lights at Cana¬ 
dian Tire. Those lights 
cost $15 each. 

But Bakmand said “this 
is nothing similar to that.” 

The government award¬ 
ed the contract to Net 
Electric May 25 — a 
month before the start of 
the summit. The rush or¬ 


der didn’t leave the com¬ 
pany much time to do the 
job. 

“It was basically unrea¬ 
sonable,” Bakmand said. 

The solar lights will be 
moved from the resort in¬ 
to the town after the sum¬ 
mit as a gift to Huntsville. 

“As the Muslcolca 2010 
G8 summit is being held 
at a privately owned re¬ 
sort, the signature envi¬ 
ronmental project will be 
installed at the Deerhurst 
Resort for use during the 
summit only and then 
gifted to the town of 
Huntsville for installation 
at a location within the 
town,” the document 
says.

Hot on the heels of Apple 
announcing it will sell un¬ 
locked iPhones in Canada, 
an NDP MP has 
introduced a resolution 
that would force 
cellphone carriers to do 
the same with all the de¬ 
vices they sell. 

Bruce Hyer, the MP for 
Thunder Bay-Superior 
North, on Thursday tabled 
Bill C-560, the cellphone 
freedom act. The bill pro¬ 
poses three rules: cellphone 
carriers would be required 
to notify customers at the 
point of purchase whether 
a phone is locked to work 
only on their network; they 


would have to remove such 
a lock free of charge at any 
point after the conclusion 
of the customer’s service 
contract; and they would 
have to remove it if the cus¬ 
tomer does not enter into a 
contract within six 
months of buying 
the device up 
front. 

“Mobile 

phone cus¬ 
tomers should 
have the freedom 
to choose whether 
they want to be locked into 
a company’s cell network 
or not,” Hyer said in a state¬ 
ment.

Boeing delays hamper expansion: Air Canada 


Still waiting 

Air Canada has 37 Boeing 787 s on order. They were origi¬ 
nally supposed to be delivered in 2008 , but manufacturing 
delays have pushed that back to 2013 . 


Delays by Boeing in deliv¬ 
ering its new 787 aircraft 
have limited Air Canada's 
ability to expand its inter¬ 
national flight map, Cana¬ 
da's largest airline said 
Thursday. 

Air Canada said it has 
been busy adding new des¬ 
tinations in the United 
States, Europe and Asia. 


However, it could have 
done more to add routes to 
India and elsewhere in 
Asia if it had the smaller, 
long-range Boeing 787. 

“It opens up all these 
route opportunities that 
normally wouldn’t be vi¬ 
able for us,” said Ben 
Smith, Air Canada’s chief 
commercial officer. 


Mumbai in India and 
Changzhou in China, for 
example, don’t generate 
enough traffic for the air¬ 


line to be profitably serv¬ 
iced using the giant Boeing 
777, while the smaller 767 
has insufficient range. 


“A 787 and all of a sud¬ 
den it becomes interest¬ 
ing,” Smith said. 

The airline says increas¬ 
ing travel to international 
destinations, along with a 
push for higher fares in 
business class, are key driv¬ 
ers to sustainable profits. 

“We only have 37 per 
cent of the market share 


for Canada international 
(travel), and we think we 
can do a lot better than 
that, so you’ll see from us 
a lot more focus and effort 
in that area,” Smith said. 

It hopes to increasingly 
attract business travellers 
from the U.S. northeast to 
fly its growing service to

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Habs trade playoff hero 

Canadiens send goaltender Halak to Blues for prospects 



Jaroslav Halak became a hero for the Montreal Canadiens during 
the playoffs, where he set a team record with 53 regulation-time 
stops in a 4-1 victory over Washington as the Canadiens came 
back from a 3-1 deficit to beat the first-place Capitals in the 
opening round. 


The Montreal Canadiens 
have made their goaltend¬ 
ing choice — Carey Price 
stays and playoff hero 
Jaroslav Halak is off to the 
St. Louis Blues. 

The Canadiens dealt Ha¬ 
lak for two young forward 
prospects Thursday, even 
though the 25-year-old 
usurped Price as their start¬ 
ing goaltender late in the 
NHL season and played bril¬ 
liantly in leading them to a 
berth in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence final. 

In return, Montreal got 
centre Lars Eller, who may 
be ready to play next sea¬ 
son, and rugged winger Ian 
Schultz from the junior Cal¬ 
gary Hitmen, who will like¬ 
ly need seasoning in the mi¬ 
nors. 

Canadiens general man¬ 
ager Pierre Gauthier called 
it a “big picture decision,” 
in which the team’s scouts 
and managers opted for the 
long-term potential of the 
22-year-old Price, the fifth 
overall draft pick of 2005, 
over the more immediate 
success from the 25-year- 
old Halak. Halak was the 
Canadiens’ player of the 


year in 2009-10, when he 
went 26-13-5 and was fifth 
among NHL goalies in save 
percentage at .940 and 
ninth in goals-against aver¬ 
age at 2.40. Price was 13-20- 
5 with a 2.77 average and a 


.912 save percentage. 

Both goaltenders are due 
to become restricted free 
agents July 1, with Halak 
holding the right to salary 
arbitration, but Gauthier 
didn’t try to work out a deal

once the team decided to 
make a trade. 

He could have kept both, 
but Halak indicated in a 
conference call that would 
have left both unhappy. 

“I think they did the best 
thing they could do — keep 
one goalie and give the oth¬ 
er one a chance to play 
most of the season,” Halalc 
said from Slovakia. “It’s 
best for everyone that I was 
dealt and can start on a new 
beginning.” 

St. Louis made the trade 
after informing veteran 
goalie Chris Mason they 
would not attempt to sign 
him to a new contract. 

Halak earned $800,000 
US last season and is due for 
a big raise.

The play-by-play an¬ 
nouncers are forced to cre¬ 
ate urgency in their narra¬ 
tion to be heard above the 
din. Never has so much 
emotion been spent on a 
plastic dollar-store horn. 


The gigantic gaffe by Eng¬ 
lish goalkeeper Robert 
Green is akin to the im¬ 
pending fall of the British 
Empire ... or so we are led to 
believe. 

How can Green possibly 
go back in that net? And 
what if he did and he let in 
another softie? It would 
surely be the end of his in¬ 
ternational career. 

He would be vilified by 
the motherland of football. 
That’s serious stuff. 

Then there’s Diego 
Maradona, the legendary 
coach of Argentina who 


dances and twirls on the 
sidelines as the new star Li¬ 
onel Messi prowls the pitch 
for the Albi Celestes. 

It is fascinating to watch 
as the cameras constantly 
veer from Messi’s brilliant 
football to the demonstra¬ 
tive and melodramatic 
Maradona, who becomes 
the centre of attention as 
we seemingly wait for his 
next and perhaps most cele¬ 
brated meltdown yet. 

The South African players 
come off the bus singing 
and dancing. It is a joyous 
solidarity rarely seen in pro¬ 


fessional sport. And then 
there are the Italians, who 
become red-faced and allow 
tears to flow in the rousing 
rendition of their national 
anthem. 

There is hugging and cry¬ 
ing and the Spanish press 
refers to a defeat at the 
hands of Switzerland as a 
“national tragedy.” 

It’s only the first round 
and there is a long way to 
go, but already emotions 
are exceedingly raw. 

You have to love it be¬ 
cause most of the time 
we’re used to sporting dra¬ 
mas being played out in 
courtrooms or at union bar¬ 
gaining tables when gigan¬ 
tic contracts are considered. 

As the World Cup turns 
we’re looking at something 
bigger than that. This time 
all the drama takes place on 
the field of play. 

And that’s as it should be.

The best part of Jonah Hex 
— where the movie really 
becomes fun — is during a 
brief sequence at the be¬ 
ginning when a bulk of 
backstory for Hex (Josh 
Brolin) is told using 
animation similar to the 
comic book on which the 
movie is based. 

That’s a really long way 
of saying go read the com¬ 
ic, and skip this loud, 
clumsy super-western. 

The stoiy follows Hex, 
who developed mystical 
powers after some Native 
Americans saved him from 
the grave, enlisted by Pres¬ 
ident Ulysses S. Grant 
(Aidan Quinn) to stop 
Quentin Turnbull (John 
Malkovich), a former Con¬ 
federate officer who’s hi¬ 
lariously presented as the 
country’s first terrorist. 

As lots of dialogue and 
unnecessary narration re¬ 
minds us, the mission’s 


personal for Hex, since 
Turnbull killed his wife 
and son. 

Lots of time and effort 
was put into getting the 
massive scars covering half 
of Hex’s face right, which 
must be why so much of 
Brolin’s screen time is 
spent in close-ups shot to 
highlight it. 

Perhaps they should’ve 
spent a bit more time and 
effort on making sure he 
could speak clearly 
through all the prosthetic 
work. At one point, Hex dis¬ 
patches a bad guy and de¬ 
livers what we have to as¬ 
sume is a witty one-liner. 
The problem is it’s unintel¬ 
ligible. 

The real tragedy is the 
amount of acting talent in¬ 
volved, including Brolin, 
Malkovich and Michael 
Fassbender (a breakout in 
Inglorious Basterds). 

Megan Fox can’t really 
be faulted, as she’s barely 
in the movie and has veiy 
little to do but scowl and 
heave her chest when she 
is there. The cast is defi¬ 
nitely having fun with the 
material, but that fun 
doesn’t extend to the audi¬ 
ence, unfortunately.

A number after a film’s title 
is usually cause for worry, 
as sequels aren’t always 
the most artistically 
inspired creations.

After becoming con¬ 
vinced they’re headed for 
the trash heap, the toys 
mount an escape that lands 
them in the apparent 
Shangri-La of a local day¬ 
care centre, where the toy 
world is overseen by a de¬ 
ceivingly cuddly old teddy 
bear (Ned Beatty). While 
kids will certainly enjoy 
the movie, don’t be sur¬ 
prised to find most of the 
adult audience needing tis¬ 
sues. 

The only real criticism of 
the movie is that, like al¬ 
most eveiything else being 
released by a major studio 
this year, it’s available in 3- 
D. 

Don’t bother. The visuals 
are spectacular enough 
without it, and the technol¬ 
ogy doesn’t add enough to 
warrant the higher ticket 
price.

The MuchMusic Video 
Awards are ready to take 
over Toronto this 
weekend. But have you 
ever wondered what it 
takes to bring viewers one 
evening of spectacular 
musical revelry? How 
about a year's worth of 
blood, sweat, tears, 
revised schedules, 
meetings, permits and 
more headaches than a 
migraine convention. 

Such are the lives of 
Sheila Sullivan and Neil 
Staite, MMVA organizers 
for the past decade. While 
we’re gawking at co-host 
Miley Cyrus and watching 
performances by Ke$ha, 
Drake and Justin Bieber, 
this duo is breathing sighs 
of relief at seeing the past 
12 months come to 
fruition. 

In fact, before the lights 
cooled down after last 
year’s MMVAs, Sullivan and 
Staite were already organiz¬ 
ing this successor, attaining 


artists, sourcing local equip¬ 
ment suppliers, budgeting 
staff, re-routing streetcars 
and gamering the in¬ 
evitable permits/policing an 
event of such magnitude 
necessitates. 

“Planning starts the day 
after the MMVAs,” notes 
Sullivan in the midst of a 
dazzling dance of riggers, 
materials and props that 
overtake the parking lot at 
MuchMusic. “We im¬ 
mediately hold a 
postmortem on

Sun TV sought Mercer 


It seems like a made-up 
headline on the Rick Mer¬ 
cer Report — political 
satirist turns down top job 
at Fox News North.

“Since we’re talking 
about a conservative televi¬ 
sion network, I’ll quote a 
great conservative and say 
I decided to ‘dance with 
the one that brung me,” 1 
he said, borrowing a 
phrase from former prime 
minister Brian Mulroney. 

While he was “veiy in¬ 
trigued by this notion of 
starting a new network,” 
Mercer ultimately felt he 
had no reason to jump. 

“As an independent pro¬ 
ducer, I'm very happy with 
my relationship with the 
CBC,” he said, “but, like 
anybody, you always hear 
people out.” 

Mercer is a fan of one of 
the station's early hires, for¬ 
mer Global Ottawa corre¬ 
spondent David Akin. He's 
also pals with outspoken 
Western-based conservative 
pundit Ezra Levant and 
thinks he'd make a good ad¬ 
dition to the service — pro¬ 
vided Quebecor knows 
what it's getting into. 

“I hope Ezra catches the 
world on fire with his smile 


and his charm — for five or 
ten hours a week,” Mercer 
said. 

“I hope, if he's live, they 
have good liability insur¬ 
ance.” 

At first glance, Mercer 
seems like an unlikely tar¬ 
get for an upstart, right- 
wing TV news operation. It 
would be a bit like Fox 
News stealing Jon Stewart's 
The Daily Show away from 
Comedy Central. 

Officials at Sun TV News 
have made no secret 
they're out to counter what 
they see as a liberal bias in 
established Canadian me¬ 
dia circles. Mercer has 
heard the “lefty CBC” accu¬ 
sations for years but does¬ 
n't generally buy it. 

“Jean Chretien used to go 
home and kick his set in” 
over reports on the French 
language CBC service, said 
Mercer. 

He recalls full-page sto¬ 
ries in Ottawa newspapers 
“with analysts discussing 
what can be done about 
what Mercer is saying 
about Paul Martin eveiy 
week.” 

The self-described “news 
junkie” doesn't expect Sun 
TV News to just be a 
mouthpiece for the Harper 
government, either.

I’ll be talking to bands on- 
camera, blogging, tweet¬ 
ing, texting and on my 
phone.” 

Of course, the means 
more technical strategiz- 
ing.

Musical take on Star Wars films

Anthony Daniels has worn 
many hats over his 36-year 
career — appearing on 
stage, in radio, television 
and him. But, none has 
managed to eclipse the 
gold C-3PO mask he first 
donned back in 1976, when 
the British actor accepted 
the part of an etiquette-ob¬ 


sessed protocol droid in 
Star Wars. 

Despite reprising the role 
five more times on film — 
and in countless spin-offs 
and tie-ins — Daniels says 
that it wasn’t until his cur¬ 
rent stint working on Star 
Wars: In Concert, that he 
“truly gets” fans’ obsession 
with the Star Wars uni¬ 
verse. 

“All these years, I’ve been 
slightly distanced from it,” 


he says. “Star Wars in Con¬ 
cert has absolutely put 
the story in perspec¬ 
tive to me.” 

As its name sug¬ 
gests, Star Wars in 
Concert is a heavi¬ 
ly edited version 
of the six films 
projected on large 
screens and accompa¬ 
nied by an orchestra with 
Daniels narrating. 

“It’s a combination of 


stage, television and film 
acting to me,” he 
says. “I’m story¬ 
telling, I’m nar¬ 
rating and I’m 
acting.” 

The show, 
which took 
three and a half 
years to put to¬ 
gether, had input 
from Star Wars creator 
George Lucas and conduc¬ 
tor John Williams who re¬ 



wrote some of the music he 
penned for the films specifi¬ 
cally for the show. It’s quite 
a production centred 
around a role Daniels never 
wanted. 

“I refused the job inter¬ 
view,” he recalls. 

Despite his ongoing loyal¬ 
ty to the Star Wars brand, 
Daniels is careful not to let 
it take over his life. 

“These conventions, I pre¬ 
fer not to be in a church 


hall every Sunday writing 
my name out like a naughty 
school boy.” When not play¬ 
ing a golden-limbed robot, 
Daniels works as a visiting 
scholar at Carnegie Mellon 
University’s Entertainment 
Technology Centre in Pitts¬ 
burgh, Penn. 

“I’m not going to go on 
forever,” he cautions. “I 
keep going back because 
I’ve realized that it’s a path 
that chose me.”

Harvest Pork 
Apple Pie 

INGREDIENTS: 

500 g lean ground pork 
1 onion, chopped 

1 stalk celery, chopped 
1/2 cup fine dry bread 
crumbs 

1/2 cup chicken broth 
1/2 tsp salt 
1/2 tsp ground sage 
1/8 tsp cayenne pepper 

2 store-bought pie crusts 
2 tart apples, peeled and 
thinly sliced 

2 tbsp sugar 

1/4 tsp ground allspice 

1% milk 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). In large skillet, 
cook ground pork, onion 
and celery until meat is no 
longer pink; Drain. Stir in 
bread crumbs, chicken 
broth, salt, sage and 
cayenne pepper. 


2. Line 23 cm pie plate 
with 1 pie crust; trim even 
with edge. Spoon meat 
mixture into pie plate. In 
medium-size bowl, 
combine apples, sugar, 
and allspice. Spoon over 
meat mixture. 

3. Place remaining pie 
crust over apple mixture. 
Trim crust to 1/2 inch be¬ 
yond edge of plate. 

Fold under bottom crust 
and crimp edge. Cut slits 
in top crust. Brush with 
milk. Bake 35 to 40 
minutes or until golden. 
Let stand 10 minutes 
before serving.
